second place on Tuesday 
as the View From Lyme 
Regis went to press.

ELEPHANT enthusiast Kirsten Taylor is working 
hard in Lyme Regis having just setup her first 
shop in the town. 

Since the shop opened a month ago Kirsten 
has been working seven days a week in "Ele¬ 
phant's Earwax" selling a range of unique 
handmade candles and room sprays, as well as 
quirky decorations for the home. 

If that is not enough to keep Kirsten busy, 
this week she will be moving to Lyme Regis 
with her fiance Paul Bester and her two chil¬ 
dren Taegan and Megan, who both attend St 
Michael's Primary School. 

The adventurous couple share a love for the 
outdoors and earlier this year climbed Mount 
Aconcagua to raise funds for Cancer Research. 


■ HOW did the idea for a shop come about? 

It was an idea we had that just escalated really. It was 
a hobby but, to stop me spending so much money on 
candles, it turned into this. 

■ WHERE did the name "Elephant's Earwax" come 
from? 

I love elephants and I like everything earthy, I like 
things with an Indian or South African feel. Paul was 
the last addition to my collection really, because he's 
South African. It was all based around that. The earwax 
part Paul came up with, it's just genius and I love it. 

■ WHAT do you love about elephants? 

I was lucky enough to go to Goa with my dad and we 
spent sometime in the jungle and we were with ele¬ 
phants all the time. We rode the elephants, we fed 
them, we washed them in the river. There is just some¬ 
thing magical about elephants and from a small child 
I have always collected carvings and anything to do 
with elephants. They must have their trunk up though, 
because its bad luck otherwise. 

■ WHAT has the response been like since the shop 
opened? 

It's been really positive and everyone has been really 
supportive. All the local shops have just been amazing, 
they have been making me cups of tea and giving me 
advice, really lovely.The support from the mums at the 
girls'school has been great as well. I've been doing par¬ 
ties in the evenings and so I've had lots of support from 
them. Everyone has been really positive who has come 
in the shop, saying it's nice to have something unusual 
in Lyme. Generally it's been really positive, we just need 



more people in the town. 


■ DO you host private parties as well then? 

I've done one party where I opened the shop up after 
hours but before that I was doing home parties as well. 
Now I just don't have the time but if people wanted it I 
could look into getting someone to do it, but at the mo¬ 
ment it's just me in here. We've got four kids so I do 
need to be at home some times. 


■ IF people want to find that unique gift this Christ¬ 
mas, which of your products would you recom- 
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mend? 

Well we make our own candles here so they are com¬ 
pletely unique to Lyme Regis. We use premium grade 
oils from America, because you have to be careful to 
use the right oils when you make candles. We are doing 
Christmas gift hampers as well, and we are taking order 
on those at the moment. They come in three different 
sizes and include our candles, room sprays, pot-pourri, 
candle holders, all products based around home fra- 
grancing. 

■ DO you have any Christmas candles? 

We have two Christmas candles, which are 'Fire and 
Spice'and 'Bengal Butter', they are the most popular 
candles at the moment. 'Fire and Spice' is like woody 
smells and spices and Bengal Butter is predominately 
ginger. There are other ingredients in there as well but 
we don't want to giveaway any trade secrets. 

■ WHAT are the best and worst presents you have 
ever received? 

That's hard, Paul is very romantic, always buying me lit¬ 
tle gifts and things, he's very thoughtful. For my birth¬ 
day he's just taken me to South Africa. We climbed 
Aconcagua in Argentina in January, you could say that 
was a Christmas present. That was just amazing and we 
raised lots of money for Cancer Research. I am bringing 
out a Cancer Research candle in the New Year as well 
because I want to continue to support them. My worst 
present was a mustard brown jumper with a horse's 
head on it, it was hideous.

CHRISTIAN group 
United Beach Missions 
(UBM) has dismissed an 
extremism claim from a 
Lyme Regis town council¬ 
lor, describing it as “non¬ 
sense”. 

Councillor Mark Gage 
recently expressed con¬ 
cerns about UBM, which 
have been visiting Lyme 
Regis during the summer 
season for decades to play 
children’s games and teach 
Bible stories on the beach. 

Councillor Gage said he 
had received complaints 
that the group were not 
open enough about their 
evangelistic activities and 
they had warned children 
“to be wary of non-believ¬ 
ing adults as they might be 
paedophiles”. 

In a statement to the 
View From Lyme Regis, 
UBM executive officer, 
Tim Howlett, said: 
“United Beach Missions 
have been happily operat¬ 
ing in Lyme Regis, at the 
request of supportive local 
churches and with the per-

mission of the town coun¬ 
cil, for about 40 years now. 
Many thousands of chil¬ 
dren, teens and parents 
have taken part in our free 
beach activities and we 
know of families who 
specifically book their hol¬ 
idays in Lyme to coincide 
with the presence of UBM. 

“We certainly believe in 
being open in who we are 
and what we are about. It is 
made clear on all our invi¬ 
tations and main board, 
which say that we are an 
interdenominational Chris¬ 
tian group ‘sharing the 
good news of Jesus’. All 
leaflets inviting children to 
participate are handed to 
parents and encourage 
those parents to sit close 
by. In fact we positively 
seek that since we state ex¬ 
plicitly that children are 
the responsibility of their 
parents at all times.

not just children, and team 
members are under in¬ 
structions never to encour¬ 
age children to join in 
without their parents’ 
knowledge. To that end the 
onus is on the parent to en¬ 
sure that they are comfort¬ 
able with what their 
children are attending and 
listening to. That applies 


to any activities that we (or 
indeed any group) might 
run on the beach. 

“We take child protec¬ 
tion very seriously indeed 
with a continually re¬ 
viewed and rigorous pol¬ 
icy.

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'Horrendous' state of 
Cobb surface raised with 
district council engineers

THE “dreadful state” of 
the surface of the historic 
Cobb at Lyme Regis has 
been brought to the atten¬ 
tion of West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council engineers. 

Former councillor Stan 
Williams raised the issue 
at the recent meeting of the 
Coastal Forum, held regu¬ 
larly for WDDC to update 
local people on progress of 
the coastal protection 
work. 

Mr Williams said the 
condition of the surface 
was so bad that it was “vir¬ 
tually impossible” for 
wheelchairs. 

He reminded the meeting 
that Lyme was expecting 


an influx of rich Ameri¬ 
cans from cruise ships next 
year and he thought some¬ 
thing should be done about 
the surface before they ar¬ 
rived. 

He reminded officials 
that the district council had 
a responsibility to main¬ 
tain the Cobb and he didn’t 
think it was a very good 
advertisement for Lyme. 

District council engineer 
Nick Browning said the 
Cobb was “relatively safe” 
as a construction but they 
were in the process of try¬ 
ing to raise funds for fur¬ 


ther work to be carried out. 
However, English Her¬ 
itage would not provide 
funding for resurfacing. 

Former boatman and 
local historian Ken Gollop 
described the surface as 
“absolutely horrendous”. 

He recalled spending 
years discussing the state 
of the Cobb and he could 
remember having “fierce 
battles” with English Her¬ 
itage over the surfacing. 

It has now appeared that 
West Dorset District 
Council was carrying out 
piecemeal repairs. 


Lyme Regis Society under threat 
of closure due to lack of members 


ONE of the town’s most influential organ¬ 
isations, the Lyme Regis Society, may be 
forced to close down if it cannot find more 
committee members before next April. 

Several members of the society have an¬ 
nounced they will be stepping down after 
a combined service of 16 years or more, 
which will leave just four committee 
members standing for re-election at next 
April’s annual general meeting. 

Stephen Wilkins will continue to carry 
out his vital work in planning, and Maggie 
and Brian Dannatt with continue to work 
as environment and footpath officers. 
Treasurer Keith Shaw will also remain on 
the committee and has offered to stand as 
acting chairman for 2012, as the society 
no longer has a permanent chairman fol¬ 
lowing the recent retirement of Bernard 
Spencer. 

However, Charity Commission regula¬ 
tions state that the chairman and treasurer 
of a group must be different people, so a 
new treasurer will be required, as well as 
a secretary and other committee members. 

In the society’s latest newsletter, it was 
reported that the group could not be run 


with just four people and that if more 
members do not come forward it could be 
forced to close down. 

The latest member of the society to step 
down is Tessa Gilks, who joined the group 
at its last AGM with an interest in plan¬ 
ning. Tessa helped the society to deal with 
the proposed development of Holmcroft, 
off Broad Street, which is currently being 
considered by the district council. How¬ 
ever, she has decided to persue a career in 
building surveying and is now at univer¬ 
sity and working part-time, leaving her 
with restricted time for the society. 

The Lyme Regis Society, affiliated with 
the Campaign to Protect Rural England, 
aims to safeguard the natural and architec¬ 
tural beauty of the town and promote in¬ 
terests in its cultural and historical 
associations. 

Anyone interested in joining is welcome 
to attend a committee meeting and 
“shadow” the role of one of the current 
members in the run-up to next April. Con¬ 
tact acting chairman Stephen Wilkins on 
01297 445000 for more details.

Becoming 
known to the police so 
early can have a huge im¬ 
pact on their future lives."

Sea School principal receives 
award from the Princess Royal 


PRINCIPAL of Lyme Regis Sea School, Chris Joyner, has 
been presented a Royal Yachting Association (RYA) Com¬ 
munity Award by HRH the Princess Royal. 

The presentation, which took place recently at Westmin¬ 
ster, acknowledged the 25 years Mr Joyner has spent teach¬ 
ing people to sail, 16 of which he has been principal of the 
sea school. 

Mr Joyner said the award came as a great surprise and was 
a huge honour. 

He added: “I have thoroughly enjoyed my years with the 
sailing club and I would like to say a big thank you to those 
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who put my name forward and everyone who over the years 
has worked so hard to make the sea school as successful as 
it is today.” 

Chris was among the sea school’s founding group in 1995, 
along with Jim Bolton, John Chase, Stuart Case and Jim 
Thomas. The formation came about as a result of the closure 
of the Lyme Regis Outdoor Education Centre. 

Up until that time a sailing club had been run by the 
Woodroffe School, where Mr Joyner was a science teacher 
and active member of the club. When the centre closed the 
Local Education Authority made an offer to hand over half 
the boats on the condition that a charitable sailing associa¬ 
tion was set up. 

After charitable status was obtained, the instructors were 
trained, close links were formed with Lyme Regis Sailing 
Club and the RYA accreditation was achieved with Chris 
appointed as principal. The sea school and sailing club, 
whilst being separate organisations, continue to work very 
closely with each other, whilst the Woodroffe School Sailing 
Club still uses the boats along with the sailing club’s highly 
successful youth section. 

During Mr Joyner’s 16 years as principal, the sea school 
has expanded considerably and many hundreds of children 
and adults have learnt to sail through it. Most of those who 
are now instructing have come through the sea school and 
sailing club youth.

window displays. 

The organisers put a 
brave face on the situa¬ 
tion and issued an up¬ 
beat press release, 
commenting on the ef¬ 
fort made by the shop¬ 
keepers and the fun 
atmosphere in the 
town. 

They are encouraging 
all businesses to take 
part and urging local 
people to join in the 
Christmas fun. 

I understand there 
was a particularly 
happy spirit down at 
the Town Mill which 
has its own Dickensian 
attractiveness come 
rain or shine. 


Let’s hope that the 
weather is a little kinder 
this coming Friday. Ap¬ 
parently, the forecast is 
much better and hope¬ 
fully there will be a few 
more people around. 

Late-night shopping is 
planned for every Fri¬ 
day night in December 
up to and including the 
23rd when the Rotary 


Club Carols Around The 
Tree is being held. This 
is one of Lyme’s most 
popular Christmas 
events and a large 
crowd is guaranteed. 

Late-night shopping 
has been tried in Lyme 
on many occasions in 
past years and has never 
been a great success for 
the shops. 


This year the town 
council has taken advan¬ 
tage of a £3,000 windfall 
from West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council to promote 
business with £2,000 
being allocated to pro¬ 
mote the late-night shop¬ 
ping nights and £1,000 to 
extol the virtues of Lyme 
when the rich Ameri¬ 
cans come visiting on 


the cruise ships. 

This is the first year 
there has been a budget 
to promote Lyme as a 
Christmas shopping des¬ 
tination with the mes¬ 
sage that you don’t 
necessarily have to 
travel out of town to do 
all your Christmas shop¬ 
ping. 

Lyme is lucky in hav¬ 
ing some lovely little 
shops but I suspect that 
most people still travel 
to the bigger shopping 
centres like Exeter. And 
more and more people 
are using the internet to 
buy their Christmas 
gifts. 

Generally speaking, 
I’m not in favour of 
spending public money 
on promoting commer¬ 
cial activities but if it 
brings more people into 
Lyme we should have no 
reason to complain. 

A couple of years back 
this newspaper spon¬ 
sored a “Shop In Lyme 
All The Time” campaign 
to promote business in 
the quiet period running 
up to Easter. 

It was not a great suc¬ 
cess, although 2,000 
shoppers did enter a free 
competition to win a 


weekend in Paris and 
other local prizes. 

This newspaper has 
benefitted from a cam¬ 
paign advertising the 
late-night shopping 
nights, for which we 
are grateful, so I don’t 
want to pour cold water 
on all the effort going 
into making our town 
centre more festive. 

But it will probably 
take more than a few 
carollers and a hot 
chestnut stand to bring 
more people into the 
town. 

Should we be more 
ambitious by consider¬ 
ing such attractions as 
an ice-rink on Theatre 
Square and a German 
Christmas market 


along Gun Cliff? 

Or perhaps we should 
be satisfied in creating 
a special shopping ex¬ 
perience in Lyme at 
this time of year for 
those who shop regu¬ 
larly in the town and 
look upon any addi¬ 
tional trade from out¬ 
side the town as a 
bonus. 

But we should be 
grateful to Rikey and 
her team who have 
worked hard to to ring 
the changes this Christ¬ 
mas. 

So if it’s not raining, 
take a stroll into town 
on Friday evening - 
even if you have done 
your Christmas shop¬ 
ping.

DURING August we featured six poems about 
dreams by six different authors. Here are three 
more writers versifying on the same subject. The 
first is by Edward Thomas. 

A DREAM 

Over known fields with an old friend in a dream 
I walked, but came sudden to a strange stream. 
Its dark waters were bursting out most bright 
From a great mountain's heart into the light. 
They ran a short course under the sun, then back 
Into a pit they plunged, once more as black 
As at their birth; and I stood thinking there 
How white, had the day shone on them, they were, 
Heaving and coiling. So by the roar and hiss 
And by the mighty motion of the abyss 
I was bemused, that I forgot my friend 
And neither saw nor sought him till the end, 
When I awoke from waters unto men 
Saying: 7 shall be here some day again.' 

Robert William Service became famous with his 
verse from the gold rush days in the Yukon. He 
was a dreamer too, as this poem shows.

I had a dream, a dream of dread: 

I thought that horror held the house; 

A burglar bent above my bed, 

He moved as quiet as a mouse. 

With hairy hand and naked knife 


He poised to plunge a bloody stroke, 
Until despairful of my life 
I shrieked with terror - and awoke. 

I had a dream of weary woes: 

In weather that was fit to freeze, 

I thought that I had lost my clothes, 
And only wore a short chemise. 

The wind was wild; so catch a train 
I ran, but no advance did make; 

My legs were pistoning in vain - 
How I was happy to awake! 

I had a dream: Upon the stair 
I met a maid who kissed my lips; 

A nightie was her only wear, 

We almost came to loving grips. 

And then she opened wide a door, 

And pointed to a bonny bed... 

Oh blast! I wakened up before 
I could discover - were we wed? 

Alas! Those dreams of broken bliss, 

Of wakenings too sadly soon! 

With memories of sticky kiss, 

And limbs so languidly a-swoon! 

Alas those nightmares devil driven! 
Those pantless prow lings in Pall Mall! 

Oh why should some dreams be like heaven 
And others so resemble hell? 

Our third poem is by the great William Blake. 


THE LAND OF DREAMS 

Awake, awake my little Boy! 

Thou wast thy Mother's only joy: 

Why dost thou weep in thy gentle sleep? 
Awake! thy Father does thee keep. 

"O, what land is the Land of Dreams? 

What are its mountains, and what are its streams? 
0 Father, I saw my Mother there, 

Among the lilies by waters fair. 

Among the lambs clothed in white 
She walked with her Thomas in sweet delight. 

I wept for joy, like a dove I mourn — 

O when shall I return again?" 

Dear child, I also by pleasant streams 
Have wandered all night in the Land of Dreams; 
But though calm and warm the waters wide, 

I could not get to the other side. 

"Father, O Father, what do we here, 

In this land of unbelief and fear? 

The Land of Dreams is better far

THIS Thursday sees a startlingly intense reunion from 
Martin Carthy and Dave Swarbrick, a legendary, 
ground-breaking duo.

When 
they parted in 1969 Dave joined Fairport Convention 
and his contribution to folk and folk/rock music is leg¬ 
endary and well documented. 

For more than 40 years Martin Carthy has been one 
of folk music's greatest innovators, one of its best loved, 
most enthusiastic and, at times, most quietly controver¬ 
sial of figures. His skill, stage presence and natural 
charm have won him many admirers, not only from 
within the folk scene, but also far beyond it. 

fRoots said that'Swarbrick is an absolute revelation 
here, as instinctively sympathetic and wickedly inspira¬ 
tional as he ever was. It's like they were a couple of 
twenty somethings again. To hear Swarb bowing with 
such soul and tenderness and dynamism too is an un¬ 
conditional joy’ ... to share in that unconditional joy 
and have a brilliant evening out bookyour tickets now!

TV SHOW RALLIES 
TO THE CAUSE 

FRIDAY evening's editon of motoring programme Fifth Gear 
on Channel 5 (December 9th, 7:30pm) will put the spotlight 
on one of the UK's most affordable and enjoyable forms of 
motor sport. 

Earlier this month one of the show's well-known presen¬ 
ters, Vicki Butler-Henderson, teamed up with Skoda UKMo- 
torsport's newly crowned Intercontinental Rally Challenge 
champion Andreas Mikkelsen to contest a 12-car naviga¬ 
tional rally. 

More than 300 of these events are organised throughout 
the dark winter months by MSA-registered motor clubs lo¬ 
cated right across the country. No special equipment or li¬ 
cences are required beyond a road-legal car and an ability 
to read a map. 

Competitors are given a set of clues, which they must 
crack on the way while averaging 30mph between a series 
of checkpoints. As in stage rallying, crews set off individu¬ 
ally at one-minute intervals and incur penalties for not 
sticking to the route or prescribed schedule. 

The event selected for Fifth Gear coverage was the Zebu- 
Ion Pike Memorial 12-Car Rally organised by the Loughbor¬ 
ough Car Club in rural Leicestershire. 

As one of the world's most promising young rally stars, 
Mikkelsen was charged with driving a standard 180bhp 
Skoda Fabia vRS - the showroom version of the 22-year- 
old Norwegian's Fabia S2000 competition car - while But¬ 
ler-Henderson took on the all-important navigational 
duties. 

"I didn't really know what to expect and map reading isn't 
my specialist subject as I can get lost in a car park!"admit¬ 
ted Vicki. 

"As total novices, however, we were given extra time to 
plot the route and, although we made several errors, we 
didn't finish last and we had a real giggle. It was a terrific 
way to spend an evening.

Ballyegan ran a good race in the RNLI Sav¬ 
ing Lives At Sea Novices' Handicap Chase at Ex¬ 
eter on Friday. Jumping and travelling well, he 
came to make his challenge but unfortunately 
choked a bit and had to back off and finished 
third. 

"Unfortunately he choked a bit as he made 
his challenge, which is the second time he has 
done it, and will wear a tongue tie next time out 
to try and correct the problem.
